en to my statement that I am in good 
physical and mental condition. There 
are no signs that I can see that I am 
breaking down." 


"Did 
your counsel 
consent to 


your making statements?" was asked. 


"I hid to put it pretty strong to 


them," replied Thaw. 


"What do you think of the merits 


of the case?" asked the reporter. 


Thaw smiled broadly and replied 


that on the advice of his counsel he 
could not answer. Counsel today re- 
fuse to talk on the new line of de- 
fense. 


"Then you are not sick" pressed 


a newspaper man who had been work-. 
Ing on "colJLapge'^stories several days. 


"Do I look it?" asked Thaw, and, 


indeed he 
did* not. The leporters 


'agreed-cordially that he never looked 
better m his life 
Thaw looked to be 


in excellent physical condition 
this 


morning. His eyes Were -bright and 
clear and his answers to questions 


ing the attorney as saying the prisoner 
was undoubtedly insane. 


Thaw's statement reads: 
"I am informed by Mr. Olcott and 


Mr. Gruber that the interview with the 
latter in one of the evening papers, 
Quoting him (Gruber) to the 
effect 


that I am now insane and that a lu- 
natic commision will be appointed to 
demonstrate that fact, has no founda- 
tion whatever, that Mr. Gruber never 
made such a statement, and that no 
such course is contemplated.

continues vigorously to prosecute his 
inquiry into the case. He had before 
him several prospective witnesses. 
Among them were James L. Lederer 
of Philadelphia, who was manager of 
the "Wild Rose" theatrical company 
at the time Evelyn Nesbit, now Mrs. 
Thaw, was a member of the organiza- 
tion; May MacKenzie, an actress and 
friend of Mrs. Thaw, and Mary Leahy, 
Mrs. 
Thaw's maid. Mr. Lederer told 


the assistant district attorney that it 
was his belief that young Thaw was 
crazy. He based his opinion on the 
man's actions during the time Miss 
Nesbit was a member of "The Wild 
Rose" company. Edna McClure, the 
actress, who was examined by Mr. 
Garvan Sunday afternoon, denied,that 
she made many of the statements at- 
tributed to her in the newspapers, 
saying specifically that she did not 
tell the assistant district attorney ot 
any threats she is supposed to have 
heard Thaw make against White. The 
district attorney's office issued a sub- 
poena for Mrs. Beatrice Schwartz to 
appear in John Doe proceedings be- 
fore the grand jury.

St. Petersburg. Jnly 11—Mutinies 


of dissatisfied troops m various parts 
of the empire arc becoming common 
ami the outbreaks are significant as 
showing the general unrest 
which 


prevails in the army. 
Ten serious 


mutinies are today reported from as 
niany diflerent districts. The govern- 
ment is unable to do anything 
to 


quell the disorder. The mutinies have 
occuiTcd at points so far apart "fhaE" 
no concerted action to bring about a 
general revolt is possible. 


St Petersburg, July 11.—A dispatch 


from Sebastopol reads: It is reported 
that the ironclads Panteleimon and 
Three Saints have joined the garrison 
of the Batum fortress, ^hieh has been, 
in mutiny; that ihs Three Saints 
hoisted the red flag, and that the mu- 
tineers are forcibly detaining two 
other ironclads which had refused to 
join them.

St. Petersburg to the police authori- 
ties in the province of Saratov to fire 
on gatherings addressed bj members 
of parliament after the prorogation of 
that body.

London, July 11—Naval manoeuvers 


are one thing, actual warfare another, 
and to estimate the value of the for- 
mer by the standards of the latter can 
only lead to misconception and error. 
This is a truism, but it is necessary 
to mention it since it is already evi- 
dent that the mimic warfaie which 
came to an end on Monday is to be 
followed by newspaper hostilities in 
which it seems likely to be forgotten 
Upward of twenty journals were di- 
rectly represented afloat 
during the 


manoeuvres, some of them by more 
than one correspondent, and from the 
mass of more or less contradictory in- 
formation with which they have sup- 
plied the public it is clearly indicated 
that very diverse opinions and views 
prevail, not only as to the results ot 
the operations, but even a? to tho 
facts. 


In order to reproduce a state of* af . 


fairs sudh as might 
prevail if this 


country were at war with a first class I 
naval power, merchant ship owners 
co-operated with the Admiralty, and 
several tramp steamers, supplemented 
by destroyers acting as merchantmen, 
were assembled at certain points witii- 
in the area of operations. 


These Red merchantmen, arranged 


in groups, were despatched at stated 
intervals 
from 
Gibraltar Falmoulh 


and other Red ports, and instructed to 
travel along well defined 


routes converged in the neighborhood 
of Cape Finisterre. Although no ac- 
tual comey was attempted, the lines 
of traffic weie patrolled by Red scouts, 
communication being maintained 
by 


means of wireless telegraphy. On the 
traffic thus protected Admiral May's 
Blue fleet swept down from his ports 
as soon as war was declared. By his 
plan ot action the midship section of 
the area of operations was complete- 
ly covered. 


He arranged his forces 
in 
three 


lines, the first consisting of his ar- 
mored cruisers, under the command of 
Prince 
Louis of Battenberg in

Drake. 
The vessels spread out with 


thirty miles' interval from the Port- 
uguese coast westward. At some dis- 
tance, behind this line was the second 
squadron of cruisers, under Admiral j 
Ramble, spread out in a similar man- 


ner, while behind these again the Ad- 
miral himself, 
with 
his 
battleship 


squadron similarly disposed, complete- 
ed the widely spread net, through the 
meshes of which little could escape. 


There can be no doubt that such an 


operation was calculated entirely to 
dislocate the streams of traffic whicb. 
it affected. 
Whether such an opera- 


tion would be risked in real warfare 
is another question. As it was, in spite 
of the fact that the Blm> raiders do 
not appear to have been seriously in- 
terrupted in their operations for two 
days and bearing in mind that de- 
struction and not capture was their 
object, it nppears from 
the figures 


which have come to hand that they

TEN THOUSAND ON STRIKE

Cleveland, O., July 11.—Before the 


federal grand jury which is inquiring 
into alleged violations of anti-rebate 
and interstate commerce laws, with 
particular reference to the dealings of 
the Standard Oil company, the tes- 
timony 
was 
of .such 
a 
nature 


that District Attorney Sullivan caused 
several additional subpoenas to be is- 
sued for well-known Standard Oil offi- 
cials. One was issued for M. S. Vilas, 
treasurer and auditor of the Standard 
©il company of Ohio. A deputy mar- 
shal was dispatched posthaste to the 
office of Mr. Vilas, but he was not 
found, the officer representing that he 
believed that an attempt was being 
made to keep witness under cover. 
Another subpoena will be issued for 
F. B. Squire, vice president of tne 
Standard Oil company of Ohio. The 
government officials awaited reports 
as to the successful service of a num- 
ber of other subpoenas demanding the 
presence of railway officials and oth- 
ers whom it is believed will be able 
to give information along the lead 
that was opened up by the grand jury. 


Among other things said to have 


been brought out by the testimony is 
a sensational charge of underbilling 
- and it is alleged that the jury was in- 
formed that a branch of the New York 
Central line's has caused hundreds of 
cars of the Standard Oil- company 
billed to contain only about half the 
amount with which they were really 
loaded. This underbilling, it is'charg 
ed, was done largely out of Findlay 
Ohio. A large part of the testimony 
related to alleged trade discrimina 
tions on oil shipments where both the 
Standard Oil company and the inde 
pendent companies used their own 
private car equipment. 


According to the reports from the 


jury room the government has so fai 
been unable to substantiate the charge 
that the Standard Oil company was 
receiving storage charge rebates on 
oil shipped from Cleveland to Chi 
cago. It was discovered, according to 
report, that the oil stored in Chicago 
and on which it was charged th 
Standard Oil company received stor 
age rebates, was shipped from Whit 
ing, Ind., for the last several years 
and not from Cleveland, thus leaving 
the grand jury of this district without 
Jurisdiction. 


Operators and Miners. 
1 Cleveland, O., July 11. —Two long 
sessions were held by the Ohio coal 
operators of the Pittsbure vein and 
representatives _of the miners" organ- 
ization, but the conference was ad- 
journed without any agreement being 
reached. T. E. Young, president of 
tie operators' association, said that 
the conference was largely of the 
same nature as the one held at Wheel- 
ing recently, and that while no con- 
clusion had been reached it. was pos- 
sible that negotiations would be re- 
newed in a few days. The operators 
claim advices Trom the Glen Run and 
other mines in the southeastern dis- 
trict, where the strike holds out, were 
that a number of the strikers returned 
to work.
